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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  North  Shropshire  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  ito  present  the  Report  for  1966  for  the  five  Districts  now 
constituted  in  the  North  Shropshire  Rural  District. 

The  Report  details  the  work  of  the  various  Health  Departments  under  the 
wise  control  of  Dr.  S.  Smith,  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  from  1st  Febru¬ 
ary,  1964  until  1 1th  Mlardh,  1967,  when  he  resigned  to  take  up  another  appoint¬ 
ment  Since  Dr.  Smith’s  resignation,  and  pending  the  appointment  of  his  successor, 
the  medical  services  of  the  County  Health  Department  have  been  available  for 
assistance  in  any  appropriate  service. 


As  shown  by  the  vital  statistics  early  in  the  Report,  the  health  of  the  com¬ 
munity  compares  favourably  with  County  and  National  standards.  Live  births 
totalled  525 — 8  less  (than  in  1965,  \Vhile  deaths  alt  421  were  40  higher  than  'the 
previous  year.  With  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  104,  the  estimated  popula¬ 
tion  for  the  area  increased  by  210. 

Stillbirths  were  higher  than  in  1965  (plus  2)  with  a  rate  higher  'than  that 
for  England  and  Wales,  but  illegitimate  births  showed  a  lower  percentage  than 
the  National  figure  (5%  compared  with  7.9%). 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  22.9  was  higher  than  that  of  19.0  for  Eng¬ 
land  and  Wales,  but  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

In  order  of  importance,  heart  disease,  coronary  disease  and  angina,  vascu¬ 
lar  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  cancer  were  'the  largest  contributory  factors 
in  mortality,  accounting  for  67  per  cent  of  deaths. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  considerably  reduced  as  regards 
measles,  but  there  were  a  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  in  Wem  and  Whitchurch. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  each  District  are  reported  clearly  and  in 
detail  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  reflect  (the  excellent  work  performed 
by  these  officers. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  Ithalt,  in  all  the  environmental  and  personal  services 
exercised  respectively  by  the  Local  Auithorities  and  (the  County  Council  in  North 
Shropshire,  there  is  a  degree  of  co-operation  between  officers  which  cannot  be 
bettered.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  Salop  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  make  provisions  for  securing  that  ambulances  and 
other  means  of  transport  are  available,  where  necessary,  for  the  conveyance  of 
persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness  and  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 


The  Whitchurch  Urban  District  Council  afford  valued  help  to  the  County 
Council  in  facilitating  and  administering  the  local  Ambulance  Depot  there. 
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LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Salop  Infirm¬ 
ary,  Shrewsbury,  the  Director  being  Dr.  Alun  Jones.  This  service  originally 
instituted  as  an  emergency  basis,  is  now  a  permanent  unit  at  the  Royal  Salop 
Infirmary,  undertaking  work  for  Local  Authorities  free  of  charge  in  so  far  as  it 
is  relevant  to  diagnosis.  This  service  is  invaluable,  particularly  in  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  food  samples  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning. 

CHEST  CLINICS,  ETC. 

Chest  clinics,  speech  therapy  clinics,  and  psychiatric  out-patients  clinics 
are  held  regularly  at  the  Whitchurch  Clinic.  Patients  are  seen  at  these  sessions 
by  appointment,  and  are  referred  by  the  general  practitioner,  the  hospital  con¬ 
sultant  or  the  school  medical  officer,  as  the  case  may  be. 

DENTAL  SESSIONS 

Dental  sessions  are  held  regularly  at  each  of  the  three  Local  Authority 
clinics,  at  Ellesmere,  Wem  and  Whitchurch,  where  patients  are  seen  by  appoint¬ 
ment  with  the  dental  officer.

Classes  for  severely  sub-normal  children  continued  to  be  held  on  two  days 
per  week  at  Whitchurch  Child  Welfare  Centre  and  on  one  day  a  week  at  Wem 
Clinic,  up  to  five  children  attending  each  centre  under  the  charge  of  Mrs. 
Haughton. 


PRE-EMPLOYMENT  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

During  1966  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  several  such  examina¬ 
tions  on  behalf  of  the  various  district  Councils. 

MINIATURE  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SURVEY 

The  regular  visit  of  the  Unit  to  Whitchurch  was  continued  on  the  first 
Friday  in  every  month.  Attendances  alt  all  sessions  were  uniformly  good.  Several 
cases  of  pulmonary  and  cardiac  disease  previously  unknown  were  brought  to  light. 
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DOMICILIARY  HEALTH  SERVICES 


During  1966,  Home  Helps  were  employed  in  the  N.W,  combined 
districts.  They  provided  an  invaluable  service  by  enabling  patients  to  remain  at 
home  during  times  of  pregnancy  and  illness,  and  also  by  caring  for  the  disabled 
anid  infirm.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1966 

Water  Supply 

The  Urban  District  takes  a  bulk  supply  of  chlorinated  water  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation’s  Vyrnwy  Aqueduct.  All  properties  within  the  area  are  on 
this  mains  supply  and  supplies  are  afforded  to  the  surrounding  Rural  District 
in  various  places.  Samples  taken  during  the  year  have  all  been  of  high  quality 
and  no  problems  have  arisen  in  either  quality  or  quantity  of  water. 

No  cases  have  occurred  necessitating  any  precautions  against  plumbo 
solvency. 


All  of  the  940  domestic  premises  in  Ithe  distridt  are  supplied  direct  from 
the  mains. 

There  are  no  Reservoirs  in  the  District,  all  water  being  supplied  direct 
to  consumers  under  mains  pressure.  No  further  treatment  is  given. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  major  part  of  the  town  is  sewered  on  a  partially  separate  system  to 
the  Wharf  Meadow  sewage  works  where  it  is  first  received  at  the  pumping 
station  and  after  screening  and  passing  through  detritus  tanks  is  delivered  into 
compressed  air  ejectors  and  delivered  to  the  final  purification  and  disposal 
section  of  Ithe  works.  During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  for  work  to  be  carried 
out  ito  improve  the  quality  of  the  final  effluent. 

The  Elson  area  of  the  town,  part  of  Trimpley,  also  the  greater  part  of 
the  Council  Housing  Estates,  are  sewered  on  a  combined  system  discharging  into 
the  Old  Newnes  Brook  Works,  which  is  a  gravity  flow  system,  no  pumping 
being  involved,  whilst  part  of  the  Council  Housing  Estates  discharge  on  a 
partially  separate  system  to  the  Newnes  Brook  Works  where  the  settled  effluents 
are  raised  by  pumping  before  discharging  on  to  the  filters. 

The  Mereside  area,  which  is  below  the  Town  main  sewer  level,  is  sewered 
to  the  Mereside  No.  1  and  Mereside  No.  2  pumping  stations,  the  soil  sewage 
being  delivered  to  the  Church  Street  sewer  on  the  main  sewer  system  discharging 
to  the  Wharf  Works. 

A  small  area  in  the  Swan  Hill  part  of  the  town  which  is  below  the  level 
of  the  main  sewer  is  also  under  consideration  for  the  installation  of  a  collecting 
and  pumping  station  similar  to  the  Mereside  No.  2  sewage  receiving  and  pumping 
station  which  will,  if  installed,  deliver  to  the  Wharf  Works. 

The  Council  is  considering  a  scheme  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  existing 
Wharf  Meadow  Works,  to  do  away  with  the  two  other  small  sewage  works  and  to 
take  sewage  from  parts  of  Ellesmere  Rural  District. 

There  are  still  many  houses  in  the  town  with  no  mechanical  means  of 
flushing  their  water  closets.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


No  complaints  were  received  during  'the  year  regarding  the  water  supply. 
There  were  two  notifications  made  (to  the  East  Shropshire  Walter  Board  regarding 
wastage  of  water,  and  these  were  promptly  attended  to  by  their  Officers. 

SWIMMING  BATH 

Works  of  maintenance  were  carried  out  for  minor  repairs  and  repainting  of 
some  perished  areas  to  the  baths  floor. 

In  view  of  the  age  and  the  type  of  construction  of  this  swimming  bath  every 
effort  is  made  to  secure  satisfactory  standards. 

The  maintenance  of  a  reasonable  atmospheric  temperature  particularly  in 
the  winter  months,  presents  quite  a  problem,  together  with  the  stringent  require¬ 
ments  of  hygiene  that  are  necessary. 

The  slatted  woodwork  to  the  footway  has  to  be  constantly  cleansed  to  avoid 
the  risk  of  foot  infections,  notably  “Athlete’s  Foot”. 

Some  preliminary  discussions  have  taken  place  with  the  County  Council 
regarding  the  erection  of  a  new  swimming  bath,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  progress 
will  be  made  towards  replacing  the  present  swimming  bath  in  the  near  future. 

The  water  from  the  town  mains  is  treated  by  filtration  and  chlorination 
and  the  turn-over  period  is  4\  hours. 

The  attendances  during  1966  were  41,314  as  against  1965  of  38,173.

SEWAGE  WORKS 

During  ithe  year  the  Contract  was  let  for  the  installation  of  an  Oxigest 
Stabilization  Plant,  together  with  Power  House,  8  new  Sludge  Beds  and  Ancillary 
Works,  to  treat  a  DWF  of  188,000  g.p.d. 

It  is  hoped  to  have  the  plant  in  commission  by  February  1967,  the  plant  is 
designed  to  give  improved  standards  on  the  Royal  Commission  Standard  of  20 
p.p.m.  B.O.D.  (5  days)  and  30  p.p.m.  Solids  to  a  15  p.p.m.  B.O.D.  (5  days)  and 
25  p.p.m.  Solids. 

The  Ministry  and  River  Board  are  extremely  interested  in  this  plant  which 
is  the  first  of  lilts  kind  for  Local  Authorities  in  this  country.  The  existing  Works, 
which  are  badly  overloaded,  have  continued  to  function  under  adverse  conditions 
particularly  during  the  excessive  rainfall  period  at  'the  end  of  the  year. 

Sludge  disposal  is  one  of  the  problems  but  we  are  continuing  to  interest 
local  farmers  either  with  dried  sludge  or  effluent. 
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HOUSING  ACT,  1957 

During  the  year  38  private  bungalows  were  erected  and  5  were  in  the  course 
of  erection,  and  14  Council  Bungalows  were  completed  and  6  Flats  commenced.

The  Egerton  Road  compulsory  Improvement  Area  was  submitted  to  the 
Council  and  approved.  The  Council’s  resolution  was  subsequently  published  as 
required  in  a  local  newspaper  and  it  is  anticipated  'that  works  of  improvement  will 
be  commenced  during  the  next  12  months.

All  work  to  business  premises  is  carried  out  by  contract,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  most  food  premises  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 

DISINFECTION 

All  books  prior  to  return  to  the  Public  Library  from  households  where 
there  had  been  a  case  of  infectious  disease,  were  disinfected  in  the  fumigator. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  collected  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  and  a 
fortnightly  colledtion  is  made  at  Grindley  Brook,  Broughall,  Hinton  Bank  and 
Redbrook.  There  is  a  special  collection  for  waste  paper  salvage  on  a  Tuesday  and 
this  service  to  the  tradespeople  appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

The  scale  of  Charges  for  the  collection  of  trade  waste  is  as  follows  : 

£2/12/0d.  per  dustbin  per  annum  and  each  trade  premise  establishment 
is  allowed  1  free  dustbin  in  addition.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Tarporley 
Road  refuse  tip,  which  is  suitably  controlled.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  no 
complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  new  Public  Conveniences  at  the  White  Lion  Bus  Station  and  Car  Park, 
were  damaged  by  vandals  and  additional  works  had  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Prop¬ 
erty  Maintenance  Supervisor,  to  prevent  vandals  gaining  access  over  the  open  space 
above  the  closet  doors. 

The  stainless  steel  basins  and  some  tiles  were  badly  scored,  and  the  urinals 
were  damaged. 

The  Victoria  Park  Conveniences  were  totally  wrecked  and  necessitated 
being  permanently  secured. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

Flooding  occurs  at  Barlows  Meadows,  Rydal  Avenue  and  Smallbrook.  The 
Land  Drainage  Authority  have  been  requested  to  take  the  necessary  action  to  abate 
this  nuisance.  Most  of  this  flooding  was  caused  through  exceptional  rainfall  during 
September,  October,  November  and  December. 

Complaints  were  received  regarding  'the  excessive  Pigeon  proliferation  in 
the  town  High  Street,  and  (the  fouling  of  shop  premises  and  frontages.  Despite 
several  attempts  to  reduce  the  pigeon  nuisance,  results  have  been  abortive.  The 
County  Council  were  consulted  in  order  to  ascertain  the  experiences  of  other 
Authorities.  However,  the  problem  is  one  of  wide  distribution,  and  success  'has  not 
been  achieved  without  considerable  expense.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  destruction 
of  Pigeons,  or  other  birds,  must  be  carried  out  within  the  provisions  of  the  Pro¬ 
tection  of  Birds  Act,  1954. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

The  local  cinema  was  closed  during  the  year  as  a  place  of  entertainment, 
and  plans  were  approved  for  the  conversion  to  a  “Bingo”  establishment. 

The  Council’s  Town  Hall  is  in  a  state  of  dilapidation,  and  repairs  were 
limited  to  urgent  requirements.  It  is  proposed  that  a  new  Town  Hall  be  erected 
in  the  near  fflture. 


PETROLEUM 

There  were  34  premises  licensed  for  'the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  in  this 

district. 


SMITHFIELD 

The  Smithfield  is  now  used  on  Fridays  only.  Auctions  are  held  alterna¬ 
tively  by  two  local  Auctioneers.  Following  markets  extensive  disinfection  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  workmen,  and  washing  bays  are  provided  and  supervised  by 
the  Urban  District. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933  and  1958 

8  persons  applied  for  renewal  of  their  slaughterman’s  licence,  and  1  applica¬ 
tion  was  received  for  a  new  Licence. 

PUBLIC  ABATTOIR 

Following  !the  inspection  by  Officials  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fish¬ 
eries  &  Food  to  the  Abattoir,  further  works  of  improvement  have  been  necessary 
to  the  sheep  lairages,  and  slaughterhouse.  Details  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Council  and  approved. 
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BOARDING  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1960 

There  are  no  premises  registered  under  the  Boarding  of  Animals  Act 
within  the  Urban  District. 

AGRICULTURE  SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 

PROVISIONS  ACT,  1956 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
provision  of  the  above-mentioned  Act. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

New  regulations  are  to  be  enforced  regarding  the  Markets  Stalls  &  Delivery 
Act,  coming  into  operation  on  January  1st,  1967.  Stall  Holders  have  been  advised 
in  advance  of  these  Regulations,  and  similarly  all  food  delivery  vehicle  owners. 

The  general  state  of  repair  and  decoration  to  Ithe  market  hall  is  poor,  and 
it  is  difficult  to  establish  a  hygiene  market  within  the  present  building. 

Food  premises  are  generally  satisfactory,  and  credit  must  be  given  to  most 
proprietors  for  the  continual  improvements  being  carried  out  and  the  co-operation 
given  to  the  Health  Department.  As  a  worthy  tribute  in  'this  direction  is  the  fact 
that  no  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  and  it  is  hoped  the  present  satis¬ 
factory  standards  will  continue.

THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

NARRATIVE  REPORT  : 

Sanitary  Accommodation  : 

Walter  Closets  and  Urinals  to  be  provided  in  accordance  with  Section  9  of 
the  Act.  This  Regulation  is  unsatisfactory.  In  my  opinion,  separate  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  is  necessary.  Not  infrequently  the  water  closet  pan  seat  becomes  fouled 
and  quite  objectionable  for  female  use. 

The  facility  for  disposal  of  sanitary  dressings  presents  a  problem  since 
sanitary  dressing  bins  are  normally  situated  for  convenience  in  the  water  closet.  To 
secure  the  necessary  comfort  and  privacy  desired  by  females — particularly  during 
the  menstruation  period — a  separate  water  closet  is  without  doubt  necessary. 


Temperature — Section  6  : 

The  present  minimum  temperature  for  sedentary  workers  16°C.,  60.8°F., 
is  inadequate  for  comfort.  As  advocated  by  Local  Authorities  in  the  Annual  Report 
the  minimum  temperature  should  be  raised  to  at  least  18°C,  65°F. 

Temperatures  in  Food  Shops  : 

This  requirement  presents  a  problem  for  some  food  premises  where  food 
is  displayed  for  immediate  slale.  The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  specify  as  follows  : 

“Food  which  is  brought  into  any  food  premises  on  or  from  which  is  carried 
on  a  food  business  consisting  Wholly  or  partly  of  the  supply  of  food  for  immediate 
consumption  shall,  unless  exposed  for  sale,  without  any  avoidable  delay  after  arrival 
either  be  brought  to  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  145°F.,  or,  unless  it  is  (already 
at  a  temperature  below  50°F.  be  brought  to  a  temperature  below  50°F.”. 

In  view  of  the  difficulties  created  by  the  Office  and  Shops  Acts  requiring 
a  temperature  of  60.8°F.  food  premises  have  been  requested  to  provide  as  circum¬ 
stances  will  permit,  for  a  separate  room  to  be  used  by  staff  for  the  ptirpose  \pf' 
warming  themselves.  This  appears  (to  be  the  only  satisfactory  solution  to  these 
Regulations  in  Food  Shops. 
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Lighting — Section  8  : 

The  need  for  lighting  standards  is  essential.  (The  Slaughterhouse  Hygiene 
Regulations  1958  specify  lighting  standards).  The  terms  “sufficient  and  suitable 
lighting  either  natural  or  artificial”  in  my  opinion  means  anything  and  in  the 
absence  of  guidance  from  the  Ministry  for  a  very  important  item,  it  is  felt  that 
the  standards  advocated  by  the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society  will  be  specified.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT,  1966 
Water  Supply 

The  Northern  Area  Scheme,  providing  mains  water  to  those  northern  parts 
of  the  district  which  were  not  provided  with  mains  supplies,  was  completed  during 
the  year.  This  Scheme  was  carried  out  by  the  North  Shropshire  Water  Board  who 
took  over  from  this  Council  on  1st  April,  1965. 

All  the  parishes  in  the  district  are  now  provided  with  mains  water.

No  chemical  analyses  were  carried  out. 

The  mains  water  supply  throughout  the  whole  area  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

There  were  no  cases  in  which  plumbo  solvency  occurred  and,  therefore,  no 
special  action  was  required. 

Where  wells  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  the  mains  were  available, 
the  owners  provided  mains  supplies  in  the  houses.  In  the  one  case  where  the  mains 
were  not  available  the  owner  chlorinated  the  well  and  carried  out  other  works  of 
improvement  to  the  well.

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

There  is  now  one  sewage  works  in  the  district,  in  the  Parish  of  Great  Ness, 
this  being  the  old  sewage  works  from  a  mainly  disused  army  camp  which  has  been 
purchased  by  the  Council. 

Sewerage  Schemes  are  urgently  required  throughout  the  whole  district. 
Consulting  Engineers  are  now  preparing  amended  Schemes  for  Myddle, 
Baschurch,  Petton  &  Cockshutt  (one  scheme)  and  Dudleston  Heath.

The  last  10  of  78  new  dwellings  were  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  and  a  start  was  made  on  40  more. 

Improvement  Grant  Scheme 

The  Council  continues  to  encourage  applications  for  grants  towards  the 
cost  of  improving  houses  but  there  have  been  considerably  less  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  possibly  because  a  Standard  Grant  has  now  been  increased 
to  a  maximum  of  £350.

This  work  is  carried  out  by  a  full  time  operative  and  consists  mostly  of 
contract  work  at  agricultural  premises.  No  charge  is  made  for  treatments  to  domes¬

Poultry  Inspection

Few  visits  to  the  premises  have  been  necessary  as  the  owner  pays  on  a 
“dead  weight”  basis  and  does  not  pay  for  any  poor  quality  birds  he  rejects. 


Meat  Inspection  and  Slaughterhouses 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  one  a  large  factory  abattoir 
and  the  other  a  small  slaughterhouse  killing  a  few  animals  per  week. 

A  full  time  Meat  Inspector  is  employed  and  a  young  man  is  being  trained 
as  an  authorised  meat  inspector. 

100%  inspection  of  carcases  and  offal  is  carried  out  although  this  entails 
some  overtime  being  worked  but  not  so  much  as  previous  years. 

The  large  abattoir  is  a  centre  for  casualties  and  T.B.  reactors  from  a  large 
part  of  Shropshire  and  North  Wales,  this  accounts  for  the  large  number  of  con¬ 
demnations.

Water  Supply 

The  East  Shropshire  Water  Board  is  the  water  authority  for  the  district. 

The  new  bore  at  Moston  has  been  completed  and  it  will  eventually  provide  a  com¬ 
prehensive  supply  to  the  whole  area.

One  satisfactory  chemical  sample  was  taken  from  the  Meadowfield  Supply^

during  1966.  Regular  chlorination  takes  place  and  the  water  is  changed  at  weekly 
intervals.  One  satisfactory  sample  was  taken. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Work  is  progressing  on  the  new  sewers  at  Shawbury,  Clive,  Yorton,  Grins- 
hill,  Preston  Brockhurst  and  Loppington.  The  sewer  at  Hadnall  was  completed 
during  the  year.  36  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  new  sewers. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  no  public  conveniences  in  the  area.  The  proposed  public  conven¬ 
iences  at  Prees  Heath  have  not  yet  received  Ministry  approval. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Wem  Rural  District.
